BY THE GOVERNMENT. i: 

Rio Janci:o, Jano 23rd.—The new Con- 
atitution will be the fundmental law of the 
Jnud only after the Coustituent Assembly” 
shall have approved it. 
the deereeing of the Consti' ution there will 
bean slection fur Senators and Deputies, 
sixty-three of the formorand: 200 of -the 
latter. After ‘(hat will como’ the first re- 
gular scscion and the clection of presiding 
officers, The provisional Govarnment will 
then pluco in their hands the functiona of 
government exorcisod by the latter siuce 
the inauguration of the republic. 3 

The Assombly will at once select 9 new 
chicf of state, who will then proceed to ox- 
ganiza a'regular Cabinot,. Thon tho Assemb- 
ly will revise tho Constitution and nfter- 
ward promulgate it, The followiag are the 
principal ideas of the Constitution. 

Brazil adopts the American syatem of a 
responsible executive, with secretaries res- 
ponsitle only tn them and to the -people. 
A Senatur or D:paty who is chosen as a 
secretary loses his seat, The first election 
cof President will be in November next, by 
the Congress, but the Constitution estab- 
lishes that the choice will be subsequently 
made the electors’. :
